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AN ACT ESTABLISHING A CORRECTIONAL STAFF HEALTH AND 
SAFETY SUBCOMMITTEE. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened: 
 

That chapter 325 of the general statutes be amended to establish a 1 
Correctional Staff Health and Safety subcommittee within the Criminal 2 
Justice Policy Advisory Commission, established in section 18-87j of 3 
the general statutes, to review policies and procedures of the 4 
Department of Correction with respect to the health and safety of staff 5 
at correctional institutions and facilities, which review shall include, 6 
but not be limited to, a review of the manner in which: (1) Inmate 7 
assaults on such staff and other inmates are investigated, assigned 8 
point values and consequently classified, (2) data on such inmate 9 
assaults is collected and compiled, and (3) data on such inmate assaults 10 
is reported to individuals and agencies outside the Department of 11 
Correction. 12
